Through 
the good offices of Hon. Dr. S. W.}- 
Ts'o, two generous donations were 
given by the late Mr, Au Chak-mun 
(whose portrait’ is now in: our hall) 
and Mr, Mok Kong-sang, who thus 
have giver their names to the ‘school 
which, by taking the third syllable in 
each name, is knuwn as Munsang 
College.” 

The schoo! was opened on March 
8 in the year 1926 with 18 boys and 
4 tenchers. The head master: and 
Mr.. Ts'o Tsun-on, son ‘of the Hon. 
Dr. Ts’o, who helped to start the 
Work as a voluntary part time 
teacher of English, together 
with four student boarders 
Stephen's 
College, The ‘other two assiat- 
ant teachers came to’ us from 
St. Paul's. Munsang may ‘be re- 
garded then in this way, as. a branch 
from these two mother institutions 
—~not. 28 a branch reaching out, 
however, but rather as a branch that 
has been transplanted ‘into new 
soll. ' tes .

We are grateful to the 
owners, who allow us the use of 
the place free of charge. . 
After: the morning’ drill, which 
lasts from 15 to’ 20 minutes, the 
students are given half an hour to 
make their beds and.tend to personal 
affairs, after which inspection takes 
place, every morning. From 7 to ce 
every one is required to be present. 
at the study hall to work under the 
supervision of a teacher. Break- 
fast is served at 8 o'clock and the 
‘Morning Chapel begins at a quarter 
‘to nine. The regular classés of 
lessons begin at ning and run on 
almost continuously with but 15 
minutes interval for recess, till half 
past twelve, the tiffin hour. _ After 
tiffn and befora afternoon classes 
begin, there 13 an hour for organ- 
ised games and inter-class matches.

‘To carry on the work effectively 
thé school must not, become’ slack in 
its discipline. Discipline comes from 
the word ‘disciple’. and means .a 
follower, one who subjects himself 
to rule, to a master, or to a leader. 
The political, agitation and student 
strikes which have recently “been 60 
prevalent in almost all schools in, 
China are caused by the fact that, 
students do .not keep ,their place, 
‘they become, leaders instead of fol- 
lowers. Such condition, if permit- 
ted ta go on, will make education 
impossible and in the “end bring 
calamity to the state. © | 
” Tp maintain the good discipline of 
this school, Munaang has been called 
upon to pay dearly, In the past two 
years we have been forced ta expel 4 
total of 12 boys whose presence in 
the’ College was considered . pre- 
judicial to the’ moral well-being of, 
the ‘whole school. It so‘ happened 
only last month, jtthat.we were 
obliged to suspend the work of the 
whole of class 11 pn-account of the 
atudenta’ insubordination to the 
school. uthority.. In doing so. we 
are making'a sacrifice of the Junior 
Local Examination this year; but. 
wo feel no-regret on this account 
when the echool discipline” was 
stake.

The scheme may work auccessfully.

Chinese Bankers Give |. 
: Advice, . 
STABILISATION OPPOSED. 


We have received from the Cur- 
srency Committee the following 
communique:— ‘ 

The second meating of the Cur-. 
rency Committee was held .on 
Monday, April 14. |, 

Mr, Shou J. Chen, Manager ..of 
the Bank of China in Hong Kong, 
waa ‘present and laid before the 
‘meeting a. memorandum embody- 
ing the views of the Hong Kong 
Chinese Bankers’ Association on 
the questions’ at issue as set out 
in the terms of reference. 

In the opinion of the Hong 
Kong Chinese Bankers’ Associa- 
tion the present currency situa- 
tion in the Colony is unsatisfac- 
tory becnuse (an) of the fluctua- 
tions to which the standard of 
value on which it is: based . 
liable, (b) of’ the premium ‘which 
notes command ‘over silver’ dollars 


“in exchange, and (é)" of the. fact 


that the ‘current tender has not 
ene form but several, The re- 
medy,.-according to the, Associa- 
tion, .is to cnlign. the currency 
effectively with silver, its true 
basis; thus. will the premium dis: 
Appear, parity be obtained, and 
silver’ will circulate on equal 
terms ‘with notes, ase 
Question. of Note Issue. 

In this connection the Associa- 
tion contended that no remedy 
‘could be attained until the Gov- 
ornment took over the note issue, 
is private note-isauing * institu- 


. tlons could only deal with tem- 


porary abnormalities, and not 
with the altuation as a whole. 
The Association had concluded 
“that the premium was detrimental 
to ‘the prosperity of the Colony 
on the whole because (a) of the
